WASHINGTON, July 10 
(Agencies) — One of the Carter 
administration's top energy 
policymakers resigned Monday 
night, just as President Jimmy 
Carter summoned afresh group of 
advisers to his mountain retreat in 
an effort to find a solution to the 
oil crisis. . 

Deputy Energy Secretary John 
O’ Leary submitted his resignation 
after coming under fire from the 
White House for his outspoken 
views, particularly ; during this 
week’s marathon talks at the 
Camp David presidential retreat 
on a new national energy prog- 
ram. 

O’Leary’s resignation followed 
by hours the first solid piece of 
good news Carter has received on 
the energy front during that week 
1 — a White House amiouncenient 
that Crown Prince Fahdhad sent a 
personal co mmitm ent that Saudi 
Arabia is increasing its ofl produc- 
tion. 

The message from the Crown

attended some of the earlier ses- 
sions said they expected the presi- 
dent would soon come down from 
the mountain and present a sweep- 
ing, hard-hitting energy program 
for congressional approval. 

Among aides who were to 
appear for the talks Tuesday were 
Vice President Walter Mon dale, 
Treasury Secretary Michael 
Blumenthal and inflation adviser 
Alfred Khan. 


On the - heels of the Saudi 
announcement, the "Boston 
Globe reported Tuesday that Car- 
ter will soon announce that the 
U.S. has completed negotiations 
with Mexico and Canada for 
increased oil shipments. 

Carter reportedly told officials 
attending Monday’s meetings at 
Camp David that the additional 
oil from Mexico and Canada will 
arrive in time to help counter the 
home heating ofl crunch expected 
this winter,. Details of how much 
more ofl the United States would 
get from the two countries were 
not reported. 

The White House announce- 
ment about the Saudi increase said 
Carter wished to emphasize that, 
"while the increased production, 
will be helpful in the short term, it 
does not relieve the United States 
or other ofl consuming nations of 
the necessity for firm action to 
reduce significantly their depen- 
dence oil imported ofl.”

O’ Leary’ $ resignation, 
announced hjgbr in the evening, 
drew no (fcmnjeot from the White 
House ortne Energy Department 

O'Leary is reported to have 
told die White House some time 
ago that. he would quit unless 
internal critidsm of himwas stop- 
ped. But, he apparently came 
under newffre during the Camp 
David talks, and he reportedly 
asked Carter in his resi g nation let- 
ter to - accept his leaving the 
a d min is tr a tion on Sept 4. 

Some White House aides are 
reported to have urged Carter to 
seek the resignations of both 
C Leary and has boss. Energy Sec- 
retary James Schtesinger, but 
there was- no word on 
Schlesingcufs fate. 

Schlesinger has been under 
increasing fire from members of 
Congress unhappy over his handl- 
ing of the ofl shortage, and there 
have been indications during the 
Camp David conferences that 
Carter is txttsidtzing pushing him 
aside m favor of an energy “czaf’ 
to coordinate the nation's 
response to the crisis. 

While O’Leary .was submitting 
his resignation, Carter was calling

TEHRAN, July 10 (R) — Iran’s 
provisional government Tuesday 
backed down over its dismissal of 
military police chief Gen. Saif 
Amir Rahimi. 

A top minister said the govern- 
ment would abide by Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeinfs order that 
the general should remain in his 
post. 

Defense Minister Taqi Riahi, 
the man who ordered Gen. 
Rahim’s dismissal Monday, told 
Reuters: "The decision of Imam 
Khomeini is above that of myself 
and the government and I obey his 
orders.” 

Armed forces chief of staff Gen. 
Nasser Farbod who also signed the 
dismissal order, earlier reaffirmed 
his allegiance to Khomeini and 
told Renters he would obey the 
orders of the 79-year-old unoffi- 
cial head of state. 

The government climbdown 
represented a personal victory for 
55-year-old Gen. Rahimi, who 
Monday charged there was a 
high-level military plot to have 
him removed and weaken the Ira- 
nian revolution. 

The events of the past 24 hours 
appeared to have borne out his 
claim. 

Gen. Rahimi, who served sev- 
eral jail terms under the Shah’s 
regime, is a tough disciplined man 
who believes in re-establishing 
law and order in post- 
revolutionary Iran by assimilating 
the country’s armed militias into 
the armed forces.

CAIRO, July 10 (Agencies) — 
Egypt and Israel have made con- 
tradictory statements over the 
weekend meeting of Palestinian 
leader Yasser Arafat and top rep- 
resentatives of the Socialist Inter- 
national in Vienna. 

While the Israeli parliament 
sharply attacked the meeting 
Monday, Egyptian Prime Minister 
Mustafa Khalil Tuesday hailed the 
meeting as a step that comes “in 
support for Egypt’s views that the 
Palestinian issue is the core of the 
Middle East" 

Shortly before Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin’ s visit to 
Cairo Khalil said in a statement 
that “Egypt welcomes the efforts 
by the Sodalist International for 
including the Palestinians tn the 
peace process." 

The statement was issued after 
Khalil received a detailed report 
on the meeting between Arafat, 
Austrian Chancellor Bruno - 
Kreisky and former West German 
Chancellor Willy Brandt according 
to the Cairo daily “Al Ahram” 
Tuesday. 

The Israeli Parliament however 
adopted resolutions Monday night

severely criticizing Dr. Kreisky 
and Brandt by 82 votes to five, 
with three abstentions, and 
described the Palestine Liberation 
Organization as a “murderous 
organization seeking the destruc- 
tion of Israel." 

Begin and opposition leader 
Shimon Peres both spoke in the 
Knesset against the Vienna meet- 
ing. 

Begin said the Palestine coven- 
ant of the PLO was a “second edi- 
tion of Hitler’s ‘Mein Kampl’ We 
have studied this document with 
great care. We have done every- 
thing in our power to prevent its 
implementation. It is a document 
which seeks to destroy Israel. 

“It says, among other things, 
that there is no connection bet- 
ween the land of Israel and the 
Jewish people. This is, perhaps, 
the paragraph which attracts 
Chancellor Kreisky to the PLO." 

Begin reviewed a long series of 
attacks by the PLO and its con- 
stituent groups. 

“The man responsible for those 
terrorist activities is now received 
with honors by the , Austrian 
Chancellor," he said.

Israel has recalled its ambas- 
sador from Vienna for consulta- 
tions because of the meeting. 

Austria Tuesday rejected a 
formal Israeli protest and accused 
Israel of trying to interfere in its 
internal affairs. 

Residents of occupied ter- 
ritories welcomed the Vienna 
meeting. 

Gaza Mayor Rashed Shawa told 
Israel Radio Arafat had per- 
suaded Kreisky and Brandt that 
an independent Palestinian state 
would presgnt no threat to Israel. 

He said the importance of the 
Vienna meeting was possibly 
more in * j symbolism than in any 
content 

Brandt also defended the meet- 
ing and said Israel's protest could 
not prevent further meetings. 

Asked at a press conference 
whether he would have further 
talks with the leader of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation, 
Brandt said: “I wfll propose some, 
but not before I inform my fellow 
members of the Socialist Interna- 
tional, including the Israeli Labor 
Party."

Begin given low-key reception 


ALEXANDRIA, July 10 (R) 
— Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin flew to Alexandria to a low 
key welcome Tuesday for talks 
which Israelis hoped might melt 
their still frosty xelationskp with 
Egypt 

Only a few close aides were with 
Begin when he arrived at a milit- 
ary airfield aboard a 10-seater 
executive jet to be met by Vice- 
President Hosni Mubarak. 

An Egyptian guard of honor, 
in new uniforms complete with 
coal-scuttle type steel helmets, 
presented arms as Begin walked 
down the red carpet. Ah Egyptian 


officer goose-stepped ahead of 
him, sword in hand. 

A blue- and- white Israeli flag 
fluttered from the airport build- 
ing. But there were no welcome 
speeches and no arrival remarks 
from Begin. Nor were any wel- 
coming crowds in evidence on the 
drive into town. 

It was Begin's second official 
visit since the signing of the treaty 
last March. No. hard-and-fast 
agenda has been set for Begin’s 
talks with President Anwar Sadat. 

But Israeli officials were hoping 
for a tradfe-off of concessions 
which might ease the still-difficult 



history but himself admits that he 
faces great difficulties. 

He thwarted Christian Democ- 
ratic attempts to form a new gov- 
ernment by refusing to support 
Premier Giulio AndreottL The 
Christian Democrats had hoped to 
free themselves from their depen- 
dency on the Communists. 

Now Craxi will have to per- 
suade the Christian Democrats to 
join him. 

The Christian Democrats and 
their smaller allies have the num- 
erical voting power to scuttle a 
Communist-Socialist pact. They 
are only likely to support Craxi if 
be promised to keep the Commun- 
ists out of power. 

Craxi, however has stated fre- 
quently that the Socialists are not 
prepared to enter the government 
without the Communists. JHe has 
also slowly drawn his party away 
from its former dose collabora- 
tion with the Christian Democ- 
rats. 

His cat-and-mouse game with 
the two big parties could end 

embarassingly- 

To return his party to power 
with the Christian Democrats 
would be tantamount to a reversal 
of party policy and to refuse to do 
so would amount to a humiliating 
admission that the Socialists are 
no better than the other parties at 
solving Italy’s endemic political 
crises. 

If Craxi fails, the mandate to 
form a new government will prob- 
ably go back to a Christian Demo-

Oil production 
in Kuwait up 8% 

KUWAIT, July 10 (R) — 

Kuwait produced 777 million bar- 
rels of oil in 1978 about 8.2 per 
cent more than in 1977, according 
to official figures issued Tuesday. 

Average daily production was 
2,13 million barrels, making 
Kuwait the fourth largest Middle 
East crude producer. 

Japan, Singapore and other 
southeast Asian countries are the 
main Kuwait oil importers, the 
statistics showed. 

Kuwait's refined oil products 
reached 130 million barrels in 
1978, the same as the previous 
year.

Sadat is expected to press for 
goodwill gestures that would lure 
others into negotiations. 

An Israeli source, who declined 
to be identified, said the Israelis 
“ had doubts about the usefulness 
of gestures and statements" 
designed to attract participation in 
the Palestinian autonomy talks. 

Egypt wants

CAIRO, July 10 (AP) — Egypt 
is seeking the approval of African 
foreign ministers now meeting in 
Monrovia, Liberia, for establish- 
ing an African emergency force, 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Ghali was quoted 
here Tuesday as saying.

Salman appeals to 300 rich to aid charity 


JEDDAH. June 10 — Tbe new 
Islamic Charitable Society hopes 
to have been given enough money 
by September to start building five 
hospitals across the Kingdom, 
although one of its founders 
admits to a certain disappoint- 
ment at tbe initial response to its- 
appeal, 

“We were expecting," Sheikh 
Saleh Abdullah Kamel told “ Al- 
Jazirah” Tuesday, “that on the 
announcement people would 
come forward with their dona- 
tions. The Islamic Charitable Soc- 
iety is an organized way to offer 
Zakat (the alms to the poor com- 
manded by Islam) and help a 
wider range of people than by pri- 
vate initiative.” But Prince Sal- 
man, governor of Riyadh and the 
society’s chairman, has written 
personal letters to 300 rich Saudis 
asking for their help. 

Whatever happens, the society 
will begin consmiction of two or 
three of the planned hospitals in 
September. 

“Building hospitals,'’ Sheikh 
Saleh said, “besides being an act 
of charity, also fulfils the needs of 
some parts of the Kingdom. They 
will not be free, but they will only 
charge those who can afford to 
pay, thus being able to treat the 
poor free. It also gives the society 
an income to go ahead with other 
schemes. We are looking at a 
housing program that will perhaps 
go some way- toward solving tile 
housing shortage. 

“The idea of the society was 
bom four years ago. We got in 
touch with consulting firms and 
doctors to study and supervise our 


project Before announcing the 
society we picked the most 
appropriate time and place. 

“We are now looking for ways of 
guaranteeing the society a regular 
income to keep our projects run- 
ning. We cannot rely on dona- 
tions, so we have begun to invest 
our funds. For a charity’s money it 
would be inacceptable to take 
interest, so we cannot put it in the 
bank. We have approached the 
Saudi Arabian Public Transport 
Company and the Gas Company 
to buy shares.” 

Although its operations will ini- 
tially be confined to Saudi Arabia, 
Sheikh Saleh said “One of our 
objectives is to set up some pro- 
jects in Islamic countries.

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OAU chief says West, Israel aid S. Africa 


MONROVIA, July 10 (AF) — 
The secretary general of the 
Organization of African Unity 
charged Monday that the 
United States, Western Europe, 
Japan and particularly Israel 
helped to sustain and strengthen 
the economic and military power 
of the white minority regimes in 
southern Africa. 

In a 10,000-word report to 
African foreign ministers, OAU 
Secretary General Edem Kodjoof 
Togo add “International sanc- 
tions... against tiie racist minority 
regimes in southern Africa...were 
incessantly violated and tradewith 
these regimes remained active 
contrary to the desire of the inter- 
national community.'* 

“Enormous funds continued to 
flood the investment . market in 
these countries, outlawed by the 
international community.” 

The report was circulated con- 
fidentially to beads of delegation 
at the 50-nation ministerial con- 
ference preparing for an aU- 
African summit meeting due to 
open July 17. 

The report acknowledged that 
although the United Nations 
imposed mandatory sanctions 
against Rhodesia, sanctions 
against South Africa were not 
approved by the Security Council 
and therefore were applied only 
voluntarily by those countries 
which “felt that South Africa, hav- 
ing committed ‘crime against 
man kind* should be boycotted by 
the entire world community.” 

“Only a few countries applied ... 
sanctions against South Africa and 


Rhodesia, while others deliber- 
ately violated them. Although 
these sanctions were partially 
applied by only some countries, 
they did not only have- adverse 
ef fec ts on the economies' of these 
regimes, but also produced effects 
in favor of the liberation strug- 
gle” 

Among the “partial sanctions” 
considered by the report was the 
arms embargo imposed by the 
United States and Western Eun£ 
pean countries against South 
Africa and Rhodesia. 

Despite the embargo, Kodjo 
reported, both countries have sub- 


stantially increased their militajy 
strength In recent years. 

’ “South Africa’s military power 
continues to grow and strengthen 
.... the racist regime has built up a 
considerable military arsenal to 
snch an extent that it appeared to 
have even succeeded in acquiring 
sophisticated nuclear weapons.” 
While Rhodesia has no nuclear 
ambition of its own, the report 
added, “ it is conscious that, in case 
of any serious threat and if the 
circumstances demand, it can 
always benefit from the South 
African nuclear strength.”

Tbe birthday of Imam Mebdi — 
a 10th century Shiite Muslim pat- 
riarch — drew little enthusiasm 
under the Shah. 

“ People did not treat the day 
like now because they were preoc- 
cupied in their struggle against the 
oppressors, ” the state radio said 
Tuesday as throngs strolled along 
dty streets under huge triumphal 
arches. 

The Shah's regime encouraged 
displays of colored lights on the. 
holiday, but its general opposition 


to religious activities discouraged 
large-wale celebrations. 

Traffic jams stretched for. 
blocks at 3 and 4 a.m. Tuesday as 
thousands of people in Tehran 
watched light displays, a poor but 
religiously devout section of town. 
Entire streets of tiny houses were 
covered with electric lights and 
flowers, triumphal arches and por- 
traits of Ayatollah Khomeini 
served as decorations. 

Khomeini announced a wide- 
ranging amnesty for prisoners of 
the revolution on the eve of the 
feast day. Last year he urged Ira- 
nians not to observe the day as a 
sign of opposition to the Shah. 
Most of Tehran took his advice 
and the day passed with little 
celebration.

Bhutto’s 
hangman 
falls ill 

LAHORE, July 10 (R) — The 
hangman who executed former 
Prime Minister Zulfxkar Ali 
Bhutto in April is critically ill and 
suffering from mental exhaustion. 

Since the execution, hangman 
Tara Masflh, a local shopkeeper, 
has been the target of threats. 

In April when he was flown 
from Lahore to Rawalpindi to 
cany out the execution, for which 
be was paid 25 rupees ($ 3), Masih 
regarded bis job as an honor. 

Since then supporters of Bhutto 
have charged that the former was 
tortured before going to the gal- 
lows in a vain effort to extract a 
last-minute confession that be 
organized a political killing 
alleged at his trial, and also that he 
was responsible for the loss of East 
Pakistan, now Bangladesh in the 
Indo-Pakistan war of 1971. 


UNTIED NATIONS, July 10 
(R) — Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim’s press spokesman 
expressed concern Monday over 
what he termed intensified activity 
and incursions across the U-N. 
peace lines in South Lebanon. 

After listing recent incidents, 
including exchanges- of fire, 
involving Israeli forces and the 
right-wing Lebanese miltria, the 
official said the U.N. had pro- 
tested to the Israeli authorities, 
both at the U.N. and in Israel. 

The Norwegian batt alion of the 
U.N. peace force, UNIFIL, had 
borne the brunt of the operations, 
and at one point had to be rein- 
forced. 

Press spok esma n Francois 
Giuliani said UNIFIL was the sub- 
ject of a series of erroneous 
reports in the press, watch the 
U.N. had to rebut. 

He cited a report, given promi- 
nence in the Dutch press, that a 
Dutch munitions expert was killed 
and three other people wounded 
while trying to dismantle a 
Soviet-made rocket.

Desai cabinet divided over new bills 




NEW DELHI, July 10 (AP) — 
George Fernandes, member of 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai" s 
cabinet, took strong issue with 
Desai Monday on two controver- 
sial questions of policy. 

Fernandes said he intends to 
Oppose a measure before parlia- 
ment aimed at ending "forcible" 
conversions, regarded by Indian 
Christians as abridging freedom of 
religion. 

Fernandes, a Roman Catholic 
who ts minister of industries, said, 
u T will also fi gh t against any talk of 
introducing preventive deten- 
tion." Desai said last month India 
needs a new law for preventive 
detention of those bent oij creat- 
- ing anarchy. 

Fernandes disclosed* his diflfer- 
; cnees with the prime minister as 
the political parties backing Desai 
and his predecessor, Indira Gan- 
dhi, each suffered one dozen 
defections when parliament con- 
vened Monday for its summer ses- 
sion. 

The defections and other politi- 
cal disarray have heightened talk 
of a party realignment that, if it 
happens, could force an election 
before the scheduled end of the 
parliament term in 1982. 

Twelve former backers of Mrs. 
Gandhi submitted their resigna- 
tions to the speaker of the lower 
house and announced they would 
now be following the old-line 
Congress Party, from which Indira 
seceded im 1978. The defections 
reduced Indira's party, the Con- 
gress (I), To 69 seats in the 544- 
member Lok Sabha. The original

Congress, headed by J. B. Chavan, 
now has 75 seats. 

The 12 resignations from 
Desafs ruling Janata Party 
brought its strength down to 289, 
including nine from an allied reg- 
ional party in the Punjab. 

"The government and party are 
not functioning properly and we 
have lost all hope for both," said 
SushiU Dhara, a spokesman for 10 
of the 12. They belonged a rural 
Janata faction aligned with Raj 
Narain, former health minister 
who resigned last month after he 
was disciplined for anti-party 
activity. 

Dharai said the 10 would sit 
with the opposition. They bad not 
deckled to join any other party. 
He predicted more resignations. 


The other two Janata defectors 
joined the old Congress Party. 
The Janata Party emerged in 


Morarji Desai 

1977 as an alliance of five dispa- 
rate political groups united in 
opposition to Mis. Gandhi. 

Janata unity has fluctuated in 
direct proportion to Mrs. Gan- 
dhi’s fortunes. 

Fernandes heads former social- 
ists in the Janata Party who staged 
their own convention last 
weekend and, while criticizing the 
government decided to stay within 
the parly. 

Fernandes said 'Monday he 
would fight against any suggestion 
of reintroducing preventive deten- 
tion.

A number of senators, including 
influential Republican Minority 
Leader Howard Baker of Tennes- 
see, have said they cannot s u pport 
the treaty as it stands and have 
urged changes.

militarily than they would be 
without iL ■ 

He said that even with SALT n 
the United States would need to 
continue modernizing its strategic 
nuclear airsenal as well as other 
military forces to marram what 
he called essential equivalence 
with the Soviet Union.

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MORE HYPOCRACY 

Displaying its characteristic lack of vision and desire for 
peace, Israel has sharply denounced Austrian Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky and president of Socialist International and 
former West German Chancellor WOly Brandt for meeting 
PLO chairman Yasser Arafat. 

In adopting resolutions severely criticizing Kreisky and 
Brandt, the Israel Knesset again described the PLO as a 
“murderous organization seeking the destruction of Israel.” 
The resolutions were topped by an eloquent account of PLO 
“terrorist" activities by none other than Mir. Begin, who, as 
the acclaimed master of the art, is in a unique position to talk 
about terrorism. In another sickening display of hypocrisy, 
Mr. Begin complained that “the man responsible for those 
terrorist activities is now received with honors by the Austrian 
chancellor.” He also offered his advice to the former West 
German chancellor warning him that if the PLO won “Mr. 
Brandt would again have to kneel and ask pardon of the Jews, 
as he did in the ruins of the Warsaw ghetto.” 

One would imagine that Israel has gotten sufficient 
mileage out of the Masada Complex and grave digging, but 
that is not so. Whenever Israel feels that its policies are 
threatened by any party, it resorts to the .time-honored prac- 
tice of attempting to lay the blame for the holocaust on that 
party, describing it as anti-semitic or self-hating if it happens 
to be Jewish, as in the case of Chancellor Kreisky. Having 
suffered cruelty and injustice at the hands of the Nazis is one 
thing. But it is no justification for the Jewish people and for 
Israel for continuing to treat any group or person that disag- 
rees with its policies as Nazis, or to embark on another 
holocaust of its own in its treatment of the Palestinians. It is 
time Israel faces reality and abandons its pathetic practice of 
playing on world emotions and nurturing feelings of guilt, 
particularly among German leaders, to serve political ends. 
The Nazi era is behind us, and there must be no fears in Israel 
or among Jews that the Palestinians are the new Nazis. If 
anything, it is Israel that has now taken that role. 

The Knesset denunciation of Kreisky and Brandt has also 
confirmed the Arab view that there are no Israeli doves, with 
opposition Labor leader Shimon Feres adding his voice to that 
of the Israeli premier and warning that the meeting with 
Arafat “endangers the peace process and encourages interna- 
tional terrorism.” 

For the Arabs who still subscribe to the idea that Israel 
wants peace, the reaction to the Vienna meeting is a useful 
lesson. Not only does Israel refuse to tackle the' most impor- 
tant factor in the peace process, but it will attempt to sabotage 
efforts by any other party to help solve the problem.

South Africa reforms, 
but will it last long?

LOS ANGELES - 

Conventional wisdom about most any issue usually lags behind 
changing realities. Though a few journalists have been reporting it, 
not many Americans are yet aware of how strong the winds of change 
are blowing in South Africa. 

Last week a team of high-level public and private leaders from 
that country — white, black and Asian (Indian) — opened the eyes of 
U.S. businessmen meeting in Palm Springs, CatiJL, who attended a 
two-day seminar titled “Why Invest in South Africa?” 

Sample (from Dr. Jan S. Marais, member of the South African 
parliament): “ Are we racist? Yes. Do we have color discrimination? 
Yes. Is there denial of basic human rights? Yes. But, are we agonizing 
about it? Yes. And, are changes taking place? Yes.” 

Though I didn’t attend the seminar, a friend brought me notes 
from the several speeches, and Marais' straightaway candor was 
typical. 

The seminar came in the wake of major shakeups in the cabinet 
of Prime Minister Pieter Willem Botha. In effect, the changes will 
consolidate the strength of Botha's reform wing of the National 
Party. 

Among the messages that come through in the speeches were 
these from the South Africans: We have a diverse society and the 
solutions to our problems must be our own, but we are working 
together to solve them. ..Don’t puO out your investments, add to 
them. Our economy is growing and if you pullout yotf II hurt the very 
people you’ re trying to help, the blacks ...We have only four per cent 
of the African land mass but we produce 25 per cent of its food and 
are helping some of our most critical neighbors (blade states) stay 
alrve~.Our mineral resources are vital to the West. Don’t lose them. 

Judging from the notes, two of the most forceful speakers were 
David Thebehali, the black mayor of Soweto, and J.N. Reddy, a 
Hindu and chairman of the New Republic bank. Democratically 
elected by the million residents of Soweto, Thebehali painted a 
picture of a city on the verge of an urban renewal explosion. A 
multi- million dollar program to provide new housing and amenities is 
about to begin. He said, “My colleagues and I on the (city) council 
took the prime minister at his word when he promised os full munici- 
pal powers, and up to now we have had no reason to regret this.” 

Thebehali stressed that nearly all the impediments to black 
business have been lifted in Soweto and “already, negotiations are 
underway by black entrepreneurs to establish complexes in Soweto 
never dreamed of 10 years ago.” 

Criticizing not the motives but the strategy of U.S. and British 
groups to pressure industrial firms to “dmnvest” from South Africa, 
Mr. Reddy said, “make no mistake. South Africa is sophisticated 
enough to run your factories if vou pufl out You will be the losers, 
not we.” 

Keynote speaker was Dr. Pieter Koomhof, minister of coopera- 
tion and development, who is a widely respected reform-minded 
Afrikaner in charge of white-black relations. He said South Africa is 
now entering a period of “deep reform." 

“Picture the United States,” he added, “with 10 Indian nations 
living m then own respective tribal areas.. .numbering in total popula- 
tion more than 600 million; everyone of these Indian nations speak- 
ing their own language and guarding their own identity. And in the 
remainder of the United States, yon s till have the present makeup, 
with sizable black, Mexican and other minorities wishing to be 
absorbed and accepted. This is our situation in South Africa." 

Koomhof s description of his government’s goals was unam- 
biguous: “We will not rest until racial discrimination has disappeared 
from our statute books and everyday fife m South Africa." 

An American businessman, EJ\ Andrews, drew the “bottom 
line” in appealing for better understanding of the complexities of 
Soutii Africa. He showed charts with a long list of vital materials such 
as chrome, cobalt, manganese and vanadium for which the .Western 
world is dependent on Southern Africa. 

Andrews concluded with these words: “Our policies concerning 
South Africa need very special attention, because we a re deal ing with 
a nation we may need more than they need us." — (KPS) 
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Egypt waging offensive in Africa

CAIRO — 

Isolated by Arabs angry over the peace 
treaty with Israel, Egypt is waging a con- 
certed droloma tic campaign for support in 
black Africa. 

The effort, which includes a pledge by 
President Anwar Sadat to attend the cur- 
rent Organization of African Unity sum- 
mit meeting in Monrovia, Liberia, is 
designed to strengthen Egypt against 
Arab attacks in OAU and other interna- 
tional forums such as the United Nations 
and the nonafigoed movement 

The Egyptian effort was launched by a 
suggestion leaked to Cairo newspapers in 
June that an all-African military force 
could monitor Israeli withdrawal in the 
Sinai if the mandate of U.N. forces there is 
not renewed because of a Soviet veto. 

Diplomats here express skepticism that 
Israel would accept such a force. Egyptian 
officials say the suggestion has never been 
put to Israel directly so they are unable to 
gauge Israeli reaction. The Africans them- 
selves are still discussing the suggestion, 
the officials add. 

The issue is current because foe man- 


date of the 4,000-man U.N. force in the 
Sinai comes up for renewal in the Security 
Council in July. There is fear the Soviet 
Union will protest the Egyptian treaty 
with Israel 

If that happens, diplomats here expect 
the most likely response from the United 
States would be to create a multinational 
supervisory force outside the United 
Nations, perhaps mclusmg some Africans 
but not exclusively. 

Whatever the fate of Egypt’s sugges- 
tion, it underlines the effort to gather sup- 
port in blade African nations to counter 
anti-Egyptian moves, particularly by 
Algeria and Libya. Even King Hassan of 
Morocco, traditionally a moderate 
friendly to Sadat, has joined the Arab 
boycott established in March at Baghdad. 
Only Sudan, Somalia and Oman have 
stuck with Sadat 

Sadat dramatized his African card in a 
speech to the new parliament late last 
Monday. He went out of his way to 
announce his intention to attend the OAU 
summit in Liberia and sternly emphasized 
his refusal to recognize the new. 
Rhodesian government of Abel 
Mnzorewa. 


Following up Egyptian Deputy Foreign 
Minister Boutros Ghali called in African 
ambassadors in Cairo for a meeting — 
trumpted in the Cairo press — to lay 
groundwork for the OAU proceedings. 
The idea, Egyptian officials say, was to 
head off in advance an expected effort by 
Libya and Algeria to exclude Egypt from 
the organization. 

This is considered particularly crucial 
following Egypf s exclusion from the May 
Islamic Conference in Morocco and steps 
taken by Arab League members to expel 
Egypt and transfer League headquarters 
from Cairo, where it had stood since the 
group was founded in 1945, to Tunis. 

In addition, Egyptian diplomats are 
sacking African support for a nonaHgned 
movement meeting scheduled later this 
year in Havana. Egypt traditionally has 
played an important role in the move- 
ment.

Democracy in India teetering on the brink (again)

NEW DELHI — 

The Indian police strike crushed by the army last 
month at a cost of 26 dead and more than 80 injured 
is the most, dramatic example so far of the 
deteriorating domestic political situation in the 
world’s largest democracy. 

The govemmenf s inability to come to grips with 
a genera] decline in law and order, a series of strikes 
and a breakdown in some essential government 
services have seriously eroded public confidence in 
Prime Minister Moraiji Desaf s 27- month-old coal- 
ition government. 

Twenty-two of those killed last week were mem- 
bers of the governments Central Industry Security 
force, which provides plant security for state-owned 
industrial companies. For months the security men 
had watched large trade unions representing the 
workers in the factories they guard win major wage 
increases from the government They wanted a 
piece of the pie for themselves. 

They were encouraged when some state police 
forces took to the street and were quickly granted 
increases by the state governments. 

So in late June, after failing to get satisfaction in a 
series of meetings with senior government officials, 
four battalions of the Central Reserve Police, 
including one in New Delhi, and an industrial sec- 
urity battalion in Bokaro, 500 miles southeast of the 
capital, decided to strike. 

Apprehensive that discipline in other police units 
might not bold, the government brought in the army 


to restore order. In two instances, the police 
resisted and gun battles erupted. 

As the government sifted through the wreckage 
of its actions, trying to understand why it had not 
been able to foresee the trouble and head it off, 
there were ominous reports that other, even more 
sensitive branches of the government’s internal 
security network, including the Intelligence Bureau 
(similar to the FBI), were also rife with discontent 
because of long-overlooked grievances. 

“There doesn’t seem to be any group that is 
immune from taking to the streets to get what they 
want,” a political analyst said. “Everyone in India is 
busy looking out for themselves and willing to adopt 
any measure to get their share.’' 

And recent Muslim- Hindu violence, some of the 
worst in years, has cast further doubt on the gov- 
emmenf s ability to impose law and order as well as 
meet the needs of India’s large Muslim minority. 

As one answer to the mounting public unrest, 
Desai said he was thinking of asking for preventive 
detention legislation that would make it possible to 
jail potential troublemakers. He could have diffi- 
culty winning support for such a move, for the 
abuses carried out during former Prime Minis ter 
Indira Gandhis “Emergency” under the Mainte- 
nance of Internal Security Act are still imprinted 
on the Indian national conscience. 

In many ways the “me first” attitude pervading 
the country is a reflection of Desaf s. Janata coali- 
tion itself. Cabinet ministers appear to be more 
intent on consolidating power bases for themselves 
and their factions than in presenting a unified front 
in addressing the country s problems. 

“The idea of a coalition in India appears to be 


dividing the spoils, not to join forces and try to 
govern,” a political writer said recently. 

The Socialist minister of industry, George Fer- 
nandes, and his colleague Madhu Dandavate, the 
railways minister, argue for fulfilling a long- 
overdue election promise to give the country’s 
700,000 railway employees an 8 per cent bonus. 
Finance Minister Charan Singh, who leads a faction 
that represents conservative farmers, says that giv- 
ing the bonus to one group of government workers 
would open the floodgates for subsequent pay- 
ments to other government workers, who number 
14 million in all. 

Meanwhile, the railway workers are threatening 
to strike if they don’t get their way. 

In other development, Fernandes shocked the 
business community a few months ago by announc- 
ing {dans to nationalize the steel and auto indus- 
tries. It was discovered later that the cabinet had not 
approved his statement, and the proposals have 
since faded into oblivion. 

Since the police strike, Fernandes has written his 
Socialist colleagues calling for a review of their 
membership in the coalition. 

A breakdown of public services has further 
eroded confidence in the government. A shortage 
of electrical power is causing widespread problems, 
especially in West Bengal, where India’s largest 
city, Calcutta, is situated. 

The government appears to be more interested in 
assessing blame than in solving the problem. 
Depending on the minister questioned, the situa- 
tion is variously blamed on poor productivity in the 
coal mines, a lade of railway rolling stock, and inef- 


ficiency at the power plants. There is no official 
explanation. Desai diplomatically announced plans 
recently to attack the problem on all three fronts. 

Ironically, as the Janata government has stum- 
bled from crisis' to crisis, its political opposition has 
literally disintegrated. The divided Congress Party, 
which seemed to be on the verge of reconciliation in 
January, has split yet again, this time on the issue of 
Mrs. Gandhi’s refusal to isolate herself from her 
controversial son, San jay. Mrs. Gandhi is more 
concerned with defending herself against charges 
brought in connection with alleged excesses com- 
mitted by her government than in fighting the 
Janata government’s pohdes. 

Many liken the present malaise of social unrest, 
the economic and political uncertainty and the 
sense of national drift to the months just before 
■Mrs. Gandhi’s Emergency, which was declared in 
June, 1975. 

Few feel, however, that Desai would take the 
same path, if for no other reason than that he faces 
no serious threat despite the government's recent 
unpopular performance.

Gasoline lines shorter in U.S. 


NEW YORK, July 10 (AP) — 
Lines at gasoline stations were > 
shorter in modi of the United 
States Monday, and the outlook 
for supplies of gasoline arid beat- 
ing oil seemed brighter. Bnt 
experts warn that the lines could 
•reappear by the end of the month. 

Motorists are adjusting to 
highe r prices, shorter hours at fil- 
ling stations and various restric- 
tions on sales. 

A survey Monday by - the 
Associated Press found marked 
improvement in many areas of the 
northeast, mid- Atlantic states and 
Midwest, where long fines for a 
fiB-up were the rule until recently. 

But experts say the lines could 
reappear as stations use up the 
limited amount of gacftlmf allo- 
cated for July — a pattern that has 
plagued motorists during the final 
days of the past few months. 

Experts co nfir m 
shortage of grain 
in Soviet Union 

WASHINGTON, July 10 (R) 
— A team of U.S. agricultural 
experts just back from the Soviet 
Union said Monday it had found 
more evidence that the Soviet 
grain crop will be substantially 
lower this year. 

The last U.S. forecast, in early 
June, showed Soviet grain output 
plunging to between 170 and 210 
million tons this year, compared 
with a target of nearly 227 million 
and last year's record of 247 mil- 
lion tons. 

John Schmidt, an agronomy 
professor at the University of 
Nebraska, said dry weather had 
caused premature ripening of the 
winter wheat crop. 

Id the six important areas vis- 
ited, this could cut grain produc- 
tion by 20 to 25 per cent, the 
experts said. . 


Many recreation and tourist 
areas reported traffic was heavier 
during the weekend than on pre- 
vious weekends this summer. But 
the number of tourists was still 
down. 

A Utah State University study 
indicated one-third of the people 
planning vacation trips this year will 
not travel if gasoline pnees 
increase to $ 1.25 per gaDon. And 
if prices dimb to $ 1.50 a gallon. 
45 per cent of those questioned 
pairl they’ll forgo vacation travel. 
In June, the average price of regu- 


lar unleaded gasoline averaged 
87.8 cents per gallon. . 

Dan Lund berg, publisher of the 
“ Lnndberg Letter, ” which 
specializes in reporting on the oil 
industry, said the shorter lines, 
don’t mean the shortage problem 
has been solved, but that people 
have adjusted to scarcer supplies. 
“ Overwhelmingly, what we are 
seeing is an accomodation of the 
public to the amount (of gasoline) 
available, ” Lnndberg said Mon- 
day. “ there certainly isn’t any 
surplus, ” be added. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AF) 
— President Jimmy Cartel’s plan 
to reorganize aid to Third World 
nations survived a challenge on 
the Senate floor Monday by 
opponents who .said it merely 
added “a new top layer of 
bureaucracy.” 

By a vote of 51-45, the Senate 
rejected a proposal to veto Car- 
tel’s plan to establish an interna- 
tional development cooperation 
agency to formulate U.S. assis- 
tance to poor countries.

One letter simply stands for another. In this sample A is 
used for the three L’s, X for the two O’s. etc. Single letters, 
apostrophes, the length and formation of the words are all 
hints. Each day the code letters are different. 


This is one of those hands 
where you are sure to make 
the contract regardless of how 
the North-South cards are 
divided — assuming, of 
course, that you play the hand 
correctly. 

It is dear from the start that 
you have no spade or heart 
losers, since you can ruff your 
two spade losers in dummy, 
and can ruff dummy’s two 
heart losers in your band. It is 
also clear that the slam is ice- 
cold if the mi wring diamonds 
are divided 3-2, in which case 
your only possible loser is a 
diamond trick. Therefore, the 
only distributions you should 
concern yourself with, and try 
to prepare for, are those 
where the miaang diamond s 
are divided‘4-1 or 5-0. 

Your first step should be to 
draw the one migrfng trump, 
and your next &ep should be to 
eliminate all your nnH 
hearts from both hand* so that 
you then can deal effectively 
wifii a 4-1 or 54) diamond 
division.

Yon now play the deuce of 
diamonds from dummy. Let’s 
first assume that South is the 
player with four or five 
diamonds to the king.

If he follows low 
instead, you win with the jade, 
play a low diamond bade to 
dummy's ace, and lead a third 
diamond toward your Q-6. 

Second, let's assume that 
North has the four or five 
diamonds to the king.

Skylab countdown draws to close 


WASHINGTON, July 10 ( AP) 
— Skylab’ s “ countdown to 
crash " ticked on relentlessly on 
Tuesday as the faltering hulk 
streaked toward a nobody- 
knows- where plunge back to earth 
on Wednesday. 

The space agency in its latest 
forecast at 1055 gmt Tuesday said 
the 77.5-ton station now is 
expected to fall out of orbit in a 12 
%-taour period, between 0954 
gmt and 2224 gmt Wednesday. 

The midpoint of that period was 
set at 1609 gmt. That midpoint 
prediction now has remained 
fairly steady — within a range of 
12 minutes — for three straight 
forecasts, making midday Wed- 
nesday the likely re-entiy rime. 

But trackers can't be sure when 
or where the dertris will fall. 

If Skylab begins to re-enter at 
the latest midpoint time, it would 
scatter its hundreds of pieces of 
molten dehris harmlessly into the 


Indian Ocean. 

On the previous forecast, issued 
six hours earlier, some of the 
debris would have dropped over 
west centra] Australia, a sparsely 
populated area, but under die lat- 
est forecast that area would be 
spared. 

However, later forecasts could 
put Australia back into the pic- 
ture. Should Skylab stay up 
another hour beyond that point, 
die debris woudd fall in the United 
States and Canada. 

Trackers said the skylab was 
orbiting at an altitude or 118 
miles, a drop of eight miles in 24 
hours. At 100 miles, it will start to 
glow from the heat of re-entry. At 
about 70 miles, it will begin to 
break apart 

“ That turns out to be the set of 
orbits with the least population 
nnder it," said Richard Smith, 
head of NASA’s Skylab task 
force.

‘Crunched like eggshell ’ 

Voyager probes Jovian moons 


PASADENA, California July 
10 (AP) — Voyager 2 showed sci- 
entists a green and orange Jovian 
moon looking as if something 
“crunched it like an eggshell," and 
made its closest sweep past the 
surface of the giant planet Mon- 
day. 

Scientists then began a lO^hour 
filming of the moon 10, where vol- 
canic activity was discovered dur- 
ing Voyager l’s encounter with 
Jupiter. 

“There hasn't been much time 
spent looking at the planet pic- 
tures yet," raid project scientist 
Dr. Edward Stone at a news con- 
ference Monday after Voyager "2 s 
2020 GMT fly-by of Jupiter. 

Most of Monday’s activity cen- 
tered on the moon Euro pa, 
studied during a four-hour scan by 


Voyager from a distance of 
150,000 miles. 

Laurence Sodeiblom, deputy 
director of the Voyager “imag- 
ing,” or photography team, said 
Europa seems to be of lower 
density than 10, and that the sur- 
faces of the two moons are largely 
unmarred by the craters that 
characterize the 11 other Jovian 
moons. 

Europa, he said, is the 
smoothest-faced of the four 
Galilean moons of Jupiter. The 
four moons were first sighted by 
the Italian astronomer Galileo. 

Europa is crisscrossed by shal- 
low gullies that appear to be 
cracks in a thin ice surface encircl- 
ing a softer interior. Soderblom 
said. 

“If s as if the thing was cracked 


and just rat there,” Sodeiblom 
said at the Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory. “The broken pieces 
have been detached by something 
that crunched it like an eggshell. 


The orbit on which skylab 
would re-enter over Ascension 
Island takes the spacecraft over 
the northern United States begin- 
ning just north of Washington 
state, across the Rockies and the 
Canadian prairies near Winnipeg 
and eastward just above Montreal 
south of Nova Scotia and south- 
eastward across the Atlantic. 

“ Remember 20 hours is nearly 
ope day, ” Smith said, cautioning 
that the midpoint of. the period 
when it oould fall was not a firm 
prediction. 

“ I don’t know what prediction 
will come up in the next 12 
hours, ” Smith said. NASA plan- 
ned to refine its forecasts continu- 
ously. 

“On the orbits that now seem 
the most likely the risk of any one 
person being hit by debris falls 
from one in 150 to one in 1,500, ” 
Smith said.

Seaside seashell search

LONDON, July 10 (AP) — Sharp-eyed Kay Creasey went gather- 
ing sea&beUs by the sea shore on her honeymoon last October, and 
picked up a 1,000-year-old gold bracelet that netted her 6,500 
pounds ( $ 14,300) at a Sotheby’s auction Tuesday. 

Hie bracelet, presumably been left behind by a Viking plying the 
ancient trade route from Ireland to Scandinavia, is a small piece of 
jewelry spirally twisted and made of 99 percent gold, and dated from 
the ninth to the tenth century. 

Mrs. Creasey, 29, gained her small fortune in only 85 seconds 
Tuesday as it was sold to London dealer Charles Ede. She said her 
husband Steve did not want to go cm the seashell search, but she 
persuaded him and spotted the bracelet lying two feet from the 
shoreline.

Nobel chemistry winner 
Robert Woodward dies 


CAMBRIDGE, Mas- 
sachusetts, July 10 (AP) — 
Robert Bums Woodward, who 
woo the 1965 Nobel Prize for 
chemistry and demonstrated that 
such natural products as 
chlorophyll, quinine, strychnine 
and cholesterol could be created 
in a laboratory, is dead at age 62, 
Harvard University said Monday. 

Woodward was Donnor Profes- 
sor of Chemistry at Harvard. The 
university acclaimed him Monday 
as “the greatest synthetic organic 
chemist of modem times." 


In 1972, Woodward and his 
associates completed the synthesis 
of vitamin B12, the most compli- 
cated molecule to have been made 
in a laboratory, said the university. 

He also helped determine the 
molecular structure of penic ill in, 
strychnine, tetramycin, ferrodne, 
cevine and magnamydn. 

Woodward was director of the 
Woodward Research Institute in 
Basel, Switzerland, and a member 
of the board of the Swiss Ciba- 
Geigy Corporation, a drug firm.

Fault-like lines on Ganymede 
may have been formed by expand- 
ing crusts, said Wood prior to the 
news conference. 

“It (Ganymede) has these great 
broad bands — lighter colored 
material — that show great fault- 
ing and slippage. Some of them 
have broken in two and slid hun- 
dreds of miles: Lots of what they 
call tectonic activity, crustal slip- 
page and action,” Wood said. 
“These white- colored grooves, 
when you look at them up close, 
look just like plowed fields. 
Geologists call them graben, or 
parallel faults and cracks in the 
surface." 

Sodeiblom said scientists are 
also considering the possibility 
that the fault tines indicate ero-

Another possibility, said pro- 
ject spokesman Frank Bristow, is 
that cracks on both Europa and 
Ganymede are the result of tidal 
forces, or the gravitational pull of 
the other moons and the planet 
itself. 

The slippage has occurred over 
billions of years. Wood said, and 
the second Voyager raw nothing 
dramatically different from what 
Voyager 1-saw four months ago. 

“It doesn't look like a volcani- 
cally active place,” he said, 
describing Ganymede as half rock 
and half ice like Callisto.

The Norwegian “ A Boat for 
Vietnam” committee mM the 
offer to run and use SS France to 
aid refugees could not be arranged 
without an internationally coordi- 
nated financing and operation. 

The committee has so far col- 


lected more than $ 200,000 in 
Norway to help finance operation 
of He de Lunuere. Similar collec- 
tions have also taken place in 
many other European countries. 

The committee is . presently 
negotiating to rent a 5,000 ton 
Norwegian freighter for refugees 
work. The freighter wanted is pre- 
sently in Soutbear* Asian waters. 
The ship was not earned. 

Kloster bought SS France two 
weeks ago from Saudi financier 
Akram Ojjeh and said the plans 
are to use the vessel later in Carib- 
bean cruise traffic and re-name it 
SS Norway. 

Japan warned Tuesday that it 
would discontinue economic assis- 
tance to Vietnam unless the Hanoi 



government takes immediate and 
effective steps to stop the exodus 
of refugees. 

The warning was delivered by 
the foreign ministry to Vietnam- 
ese Ambassador Nguyen Giap. 
Japan provided Vietnam with $ 
1 .84 minion in grants and$ 46 mil- 
lion in loans in the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31. 

A Malaysian newspaper, “ The 
New Straits -Times, ” said 
Malaysian Prime Minister Hus- 
sein Onn has sent a letter to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter explaining the 
critical nature ofthe refugee prob- 
lem and why Malaysia cannot 
change it policy of not allowing 
more boat people to land in its 
territory. 

Hussein announced June 18 
that Malaysia was already saddled 
with 76,000 refugees, could not 
accept any more and that new 
arrivals would be towed out to sea. 
Since then more than 10,000 
refugees in 80 boats have been 
towed away. Most of them are 
believed to have landed on 
Indonesian islands farther south.'

WASHINGTON, July 10 (R) 
— A fresh crack has been found in 
the wing engine mounting of a 
United Airlines DC-10 airliner 
just as the UB. Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) was debat- 
ing whether to lift its month-long 
order grounding, the three- 
engined aircraft 

The crack was discovered on 
Saturday in a “non- critical" pan 
of the pylon, which holds the 
engine slung under the jet’s whig.
